TO THE COURT, DEFENDANTS, AND ALL COUNSEL OF RECORD: 

YOU WILL PLEASE TAKE NOTICE that counsel for Plaintiffs hereby move for 
a preliminary injunction pursuant to Rule 65 of the South Carolina Rules of Civil 
Procedure against all defendants, for their violations of S.C. Code Ann. §§ 7—11-20, 
7—11—10, 7—11—30; the South Carolina Republican Party’s Rules, enforceable by law 
under S.C. Code Ann. § 7-11—20; the South Carolina Constitution’s Due Process 
Clause, Art. I § 3; and South Carolina administrative and corporate law. Plaintiffs 


seek injunctive relief, including: 
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1. An order requiring the Executive Committee of the South Carolina Republican 
Party to inform the State Election Commission that it will hold a presidential 
preference primary election in February 2020; 

2. An order requiring the Executive Committee of the South Carolina Republican 
Party to withdraw any delegate allocation plan it may have submitted to the 
Republican National Convention by October 1, 2019, and to resubmit a 
delegate allocation plan following the final resolution of this action that is 
consistent with the orders of this Court. 

The grounds for this motion are based upon the specific facts alleged in the 
complaint in this case, the Affidavit of Robert Durden Inglis attached hereto and 
incorporated herein as Exhibit A, the Affidavit of Frank Heindel attached hereto and 
incorporated herein as Exhibit B, a memorandum of law in support of this motion 
which will be filed prior to the hearing, and any additional materials which may be 
produced to the Court at the time of the hearing.
